This is in regard to the applications for patent term extension for U.S. Patent Nos. 
5,654,301 and RE38,551 filed by Research Corporation Technologies, Inc., under 35 
U.S.C. § 156. The human drug product claimed by the patents is Vimpat (lacosamide), 
which was assigned new drug application (NDA) Nos. 22-253 and 22-254.
